Circus to Come to UTM

UTM's department of Campus 
Recreation along with local Pizza Hut 
restaurants will host the Royal 
Hanneford Circus next Tuesday. Sept. 
30. 

Two performances starting at 4:30 
and 8:00 will be held in the P.E. 
complex. 


Twelve thousand tickets have been 
printed and are currently on sale. 

In addition to these tickets, the 
department has distributed 10,000 
complimentary tickets to elementary 
school children in several surrounding 
counties. 

While the present Royal Hanneford 
Circus was founded in 1975, it can 
trace its roots back to the 1700s when 
Edwin Hanneford first performed for 


King George III. 

Since that period, seven generations 
of Hannefords have dedicated 
themselves to the circus. 

The Hanneford family first came to 
America in 1915 when their 
internationally acclaimed riding act 
appeared in New York City with the 
Barnum and Bailey Circus. 

Star attractions include Struppi 
Hanneford. wife of founder George 


Col. Elam Raises $20,000 
For Pressbox Renovation 


A group of Union City businessmen 
spearheaded by Col. Tom Elam has 
raised $20,000 for the renovation and 
doubledecking of the UTM Pacer 
Stadium pressbox. according to UTM 
Athletic Director Ray Mears. 

Mears said engineering studies to 
renovate and expand the stadium 
facility had begun early in May, but 
actual construction had been delayed 
because of a lack of funds. 

When Elam learned of the proposed 
renovation and expansion and the 
funding problem, Mears said, the 
Union City attorney and chairman of 
the UT Board of Trustees Committee 
on Athletics came to the project's 
rescue. 

Elam made public his commitment 
to the project at a June 3 news 
conference at UTM called to announce 
the appointment of Lynn Amedee as 
the new Pacer head football coach. 

“1 have been genuinely impressed 


with the character and quality of our 
new leadership at UT Martin." Elam 
said. “Chancellor Smith and Athletics 
Director Ray Mears and his coaches 
give real class to our athletics 
program. It was accordingly not 
difficult to enlist the support of friends 
of the University in Union City for this 
project.” 

In addition to Elam’s support, UTM 
will receive financial assistance from 
Hardy Graham. Dave Shatz, Bill 
Latimer. Phil Roseman, Tom Wade, 
Jim Glasgow, Old and Third Naitonal 
Bank. Farmers Exchange Bank, 
Goodyear Tire and Rubber and the 
Union City Daily Messenger. 

“We are working to build a first- 
class athletics program at UT Martin 
that West Tennesseans can be proud 
of," Mears said, "and the continuing 
development of first-class facilities is 
important to our program. 

“We were in desperate need of a

pressbox that could accomodate the 
anticipated increase in the number of 
media representatives we feel our 
football program will be generating." 
he continued. 

“We are extremely fortunate that 
Col. Tom Elam and these Union City 
friends recognized that need and 
graciously came to our assistance. 

“Such a project calls for funds above 
our current budget, and only through 
the generousity of these individuals 
will we be able to complete this project 
this season. We hope that this will be 
one of the first of many giant steps in 
adding additional facilities which will 
add the first-class touch we are 
striving for in our total athletics 
program," he said. 

UT Martin Chancellor Charles 
Smith commended Elam and the 
Union City businessmen for taking the 
leadership role in supporting the 
development of athletics facilities and 
the athletics program. 

“This first year is most critical to our 
efforts to build a first-class athletics 
program at UT Martin,” Smith said. 
“We now have nationally-recognized 
athletics personnel on campus ready to 
move us forward. The volunteer 
support of these dedicated friends 
from Union City is further evidence 
that West Tennessee is committed to 
our program. 

“Ten years from now, I sincerely 
believe that we will have established a 
winning tradition at UTM and will be 
able to look back on 1980 as the year in 
which it all began,” the chancellor 
said. 

UTM Head Football Coach Lynn 
Amedee echoed Mears’ and Smith's 
praise for the Union City group. 

“We are building a first-class 
athletics program at UT Martin," 
Amedee said. “This particular project, 
however, could not have been 
completed on schedule without the 
very generous support of these fine 
individuals. We are most grateful for 
their assistance and support." 

Construction on the new pressbox 
began immediately, Mears said. 


Hanneford and acclaimed master of 
three circus arts, trapeze, high wire 
and.most recently, animal trainer. 

Other Hannefords in the show 
include Katherine and Nellie 
Hanneford. Currently ringmistresa. 
Katherine has the difficult job of 
controlling the pace of the horses while 
riders are doing complicated somer¬ 
saults and other tricks. Katherine has 
been in the circus for over 50 years and 
still going strong. 

When asked her opinion of 
retirement she responds. “That will 
have to wait a few years. I’m too busy 
right now." 

Nellie Hanneford is a seventh 
generation performing Hanneford. 
She currently works in the riding act 
as well as the elephant act. 

Many non-Hanneford actors and 
actresses add to the talent now a part of 
this circus. 

Wally and Cheryl Jones, a husband 
and wife clown team, have been with 
the circus since 1975. 

Mark Karoly, bareback rider, is 
doing a trick rarely seen in recent 
years. Karoly, who has been riding 
since he was 14, performs a backward 
somersault from one horse to another 
incorporating a full twist at the same 
time. 

Ray Orszak and Philip Morris 
presently alternate in the role of 
ringmaster. In addition, Orszak is the 
show’s costume designer, while Morris 
is responsible for designing the floats 
as well as some of the cast’s uniforms. 

“This is one of the finest three-ring 
circuses in the world," said David 
Belote. assistant director of campus 
recreation, “and we are pleased to 
bring the Hanneford show to West 
Tennessee for two performances." 

. “We (campus recreation) have gone 
info special events this year, like this 
circus,” Belote added, “but we're still 
mainly concerned with recreation. 
We’re planning some new and 
different things for this year. We’re 
looking forward to an exciting time."

Fall Quarter Enrollment 
Reaches New Heights 


The latest enrollment figures are in 
for Fall Quarter, and UTM has a 
record 5,375 students, 5,004 of whom 
are full-time equated. 

Director of Admissions Jerry Lacy 
attributes the record number to a 16.8 
percent increase in first-time 
freshmen and a 10.2 percent increase 
in transfer students. 

Lacy also indicated that the quality 
of students is increasing with the 
number, saying that the average 
composite ACT score for beginning 
freshmen increased from 17.0 in 1978 
to 17.3 in 1979: figures for the 1980 
freshmen will not be available until 
November. 

Dr. Milton Simmons, vice chancellor 
for academic affairs, has said that if 
the scores of those in the qualified 
admissions program are discounted, 
the average rises to between 19 and 20. 

Dr. Charles Smith, UTM 
Chancellor, noted UTM’s increase in 
relation to Memphis State's loss of 
1,000 students and East Tennessee’s 
10.8 percent drop. 

“I believe that UT Martin’s 
enrollment growth reflects great 
credit on the faculty of this institution 
and the quality of our academic 
program," he said. 

Smith also says that visibility in 
middle Tennessee from the changes in 
the athletics program has helped draw 
students from bordering counties. 


He also praised Lacy for a sound 
admissions plan and responsiveness to 
students' interests. 

Smith says he believes that the UT 
degree attracts students. 

“Students are becoming more 
quality conscious as fees increase," he 
said. 

“They realize that the UT degree is a 
nationally recognized degree, and the 
degree a UT Martin graduate receives 
is the same one a UT Knoxville or UT 
Chatanooga graduate receives," he 
pointed out. 

The administration is planning a 
major thrust on retention. Smith said. 

Figures released recently by Dr. 
Douglas Blom of AIDP show that of 
142 non-returning students who 
responded to a questionnaire, no major 
in the desired field of study was the 
main reason for leaving UTM with 15 
percent listing it first. 

Other reasons given were 1. marital 
situation changed education plans, 10 
percent: 2. decided to attend a 
different college, nine percent; 3. 
decided to move or was transferred, 
seven percent; 4. conflicts between job 
and school, six percent: 5. health 
related problem, six percent: 7. 
accepted full-time job. five percent; 8. 
tuition and fees unaffordable, four 
percent; 9. commuting distance too 
great, four percent; and 10. class 
scheduling difficulties, three percent. 


Academic Coordinator Named 


UTM announced the appointmentof 
an academic coordinator for the 
University’s athletics program late 
last week. 

In a joint announcement by 
Chancellor Charles E. Smith and 
Athletics Director Ray Mears. the 
University said Col. William R. Kaler. 
45. retired military officer and former 
UTM professor of military science, has 
been given the assignment of 
monitoring the academic performance 
of UTM’s student athletes. 

As a member of the athletics 
director’s staff. Kaler will serve as an 
academic liaison between the athletes 
and the University's faculty and will 
organize a series of study tables, 
individual conferences and other 
modes of academic enrichment 
programs. 

Additionally, he will be responsible 
directly to the chancellor’s office for 
quarterly reports relating to the 
academic prog-"ss of student athletes. 

Mears an Smith said the 
appointment of an academic 
coordinator was designed to insure 
that student athletes at UTM give 
priority attention to classroom 
achievement and that academic 
integrity of the athletics program is 
maintained. 


“We believe that everyone associated 
with intercollegiate athletics is very 
much interested in and concerned 
about recent media repot is relating to 
rules violations and adacemic 
irregularities and improprieties at 
certain universities in several western 
states," Mears and Smith said. 

“We believe it is incumbent on all 
University administrations to take the 
necessary steps to prevent such abuses. 

“At UTM there is a commitment to 
the proposition that a quality athletics 
program must not only reflect success 
on the playing field but also integrity 
in all areas." 

Mears said Head Football Coach 


take this move one step further to 
insure that our academic coordinator 
would be responsible directly to the 
chancellor’s office for reporting on the 
academic performance and that he 
remain objective and independent as 
he carries out his duties. 

“I believe that this indicates to all 
concerned that the administration is 
interested in the academic 
development of all students and totally 
committed to having a quality 
athletics program that has as its 
cornerstone integrity.” 

Smith said he was pleased that 
members of UTM’s athletics staff were 
committed to the University’s goal of 


“I also have noted with interest that 
the six incoming freshman members 
of the basketball team recruited by 
Coach Art Tolis have a composite 
grade point average of 2.4. I was 
pleased to learn that we have among 
this group young men who are 
planning careers in engineering, 
business administration, pre-dentistry 
and computer science.” 

Kaler is a native of Bardwell, Ky., 
and holds degrees from Murray State 
and Troy State. A 27-year career 
military officer, he retired in August 
after four years of service to UTM as 
professor of military science.

Lynn Amedee had specifically 
requested at the time of his 
appointment that an academic 
coordinator be named and that the, 
person made responsible for 
monitoring student athletes' 
performance not be a member of the 
coaching staff. 

"Chancellor Smith and I wanted to 


providing quality education for all 
UTM students. 

“I am very much impressed with the 
attention being given by our coaches to 
the academic success of our student 
athletes. In his first meeting with the 
football players, Coach Amedee 
stressed that attainment of a college 
degree must be their number one goal. 


“The academic coordinator position 
will enable me to continue to serve the 
students, faculty and staff of UT 
Martin," Kaler said. “The work should 
be exciting, rewarding and most 
meaningful, and I look forward to my 
new role with the University." 

The new academic coordinator will 
work closely with Dr. Ernest W. 


Blythe, chairman of the University's 
athletics board and associate professor 
of physics, to monitor student athletes’ 
performance and the University's 
continued compliance with NCAA 
rules and regulations. 

“Dr. Blythe is known among his 
colleagues and associates as a man of 
high academic credibility and 
personal integrity,” Smith said. “He 
has a complete and comprehensive 
understanding of NCAA guidelines, 
and he has provided exceptional 
leadership as chairman of the UTM 
athletics board. We are fortunate to 
have a man of his experience, 
dedication and integrity in this most 
demanding and responsible position.” 

Blythe said he considered the 
appointment of a full-time academic 
coordinator “a necessary and 
responsible” action by the UTM 
administration. 

"One of the criticisms of 
intercollegiate athletics in recent 
years is the inattention given to 
athletics by chief executives of colleges 
and universities. I am proud to see 
UTM make this move to involve the 
chancellor by requiring the academic 
coordinator to provide quarterly 
reports on the adademic performance 
of our student athletes directly to the 


chancellor." 

Blythe said he plans to initiate a 
number of programs to insure that 
UTM’s athletics staff is kept up-to- 
date on NCAA guidelines. 

“One of the planned activities in this 
area is a visit to the UTM campus by 
Dr. Earl Ramer. who served many 
distinguished years as faculty 
chairman of athletics at UT Knoxville 
and who twice served as president of 
the NCAA. 

“Dr. Ramer will visit with us in 
November to discuss athletics rules 
and regulations and to answer any 
questions members of the athletics 
staff may have in this area." he said. 

“UTK has established a good track 
record of monitoring its athletics 
program, and Dr. Ramer is primarily 
responsible for the university’s good 
standing with the NCAA. He 
represents better than anyone in the 
country the integrity which is so 
essential to a quality athletics 
program. 

“Chancellor Smith and Coach Mears 
have worked closely with Dr. Ramer in 
the past, and I am pleased that this 
administration remains dedicated to 
the principles of academic integrity 
and to the further development of a 
quality athletics program at UTM.”

Book Review 

One of the many things 
that Norman Cousins’ most 
recent book ha# done for me 
is renew my faith in the 
American reading public. 

"Anatomy of an Illness" 
has spent several weeks as a 
bestseller, and it is one of 
those books that really 
should be read by anyone 
who is or might someday be 
either a physician or a 
patient. 

The book grew out of 
Cousins' incredible battle 
with an illness that, by all 
medical accounts, should 
have crippled and finally 
killed him. 

But it is far more than a 
catalogue of pills and bed- 
pans and other hospital 
paraphernalia 
Instead, what Cousins has 
done is describe the mind¬ 
sets and attitudes towards 
health and disease that he 
feels make cure possible. 

Cousins begins with the 
assumption that the human 
body is its own best 
physician and pharmacist; 


in fact he says, with his 
tongue carefully lodged in 
his cheek, that surely a 
distinguishing character¬ 
istic of human beings is their 
ability to survive centuries 
of externally prescribed 
medication. 

Cousins does not totally 
reject all medicines, but he 
does feel that physicians and 
patients alike have allowed 
the practice of medicine to 
become all too often a 
painkilling industry rather 
than a healing art. 

When medicine is prac¬ 
ticed as it should be. there is 
a partnership between the 
doctor and the patient. 

As in any collective 
endeavor, obligations exist 
on both sides: the doctor 
must convince his patient 
that he is indeed a respectea 
partner in the undertaking, 
so that the patient can in 
turn mobilize and use his 
own disease-resistant 
mechanisms. 

In each of the six chapters 
of his book. Cousins focuses 


on either a personal 
experience or an area in 
medicine that has provided 
him with an extra insight 
into the art of healing. 

What these chapters teach 
is that when one has faith in 
his own body, when there is 
mutual respect and trust 
between the physician and 

patient, and when one is 
committed creatively to life, 
then the chances of winning 
a battle against disease are 
excellent. 


An Open Letter to Dr. Bailey 
Smith, president of the 
Southern Baptist Conven¬ 
tion 

Dear Pastor: 

I was quite pleased to read 
in “The Commercial 
Appeal" of Sept. 18 your 
statement at a national 
affairs briefing in Dallas 
last month that "God 
Almighty does not hear the 
prayer of a Jew." 

Until now I had not 
realized this, because none 
of the leaders of the other 
Christian denominations 
had ever said it 
I assume God has revealed 
this to you personally since 
other biblical scholars have 
not mentioned this import¬ 
ant truth. 

It is fortunate that your 
remarks in Dallas were 
recorded so that no one can 
misrepresent your words. 

I like the way you said: “It 
is interesting, at great 
political rallies, how you 
have a Protestant to pray, a 
Catholic to pray and then 
you have a Jew to pray. 

With all due respect to 
those dear people, my 
friends. God Almighty does 
not hear the prayer of a 
Jew.” 

How true! How could 
anyone doubt it?! 


It’s foolish of us to even 
allow them to pray in public 
gatherings since, as you say. 
“that is blasphemy” to imply 
God would listen. 

Shouldn't we try to 
organize all Christians intoa 
moral majority which could 
pass laws to forbid such 
blasphemy? 

In fact, with all due 
respect to those dear people 
who call themselves 
Catholics, shouldn't we 
'orbid them also from 
praying in public? 

God would never listen to 
them either by your logic. 

The more I think about it, 
shouldn't all the other 
Protestant groups be 
forbidden from praying 
since they too hold false 
beliefs? 

Wherever we are the 
moral majority, we should 
dictate who says the prayers 
and even what is said. 

Why stop there? There’s 
no limit to what we could do. 

I realize my suggestions 
go beyond what you stated in 
Dallas, but it seems to me 
that they are the logical 
outcome of thinking as you 
do about the nature of God. I

Evils of Man 

“The Shining” may be 
internationally acclaimed 
by movie goers and 
reviewers as “a true

One issue of The Pacer 
has already been printed 
this quarter by its highly 
capable and well-qualified 
staff without my notor'ous 
byline anywhere within its 
eight pages, but luckily for 
you, the reader, this is not 
the case today. 

Within the next few 
column inches, I am fully 
prepared to comment 
intellectually on a serious 
contemporary issue that has 
had disastrous effects upon 
not every, but many, 
unsuspecting women in 
their life time on notone, but 
numerous occasions. 

It is called “being stood 
up." 

There is absolutly nothing 
worse that a man can do to a 
woman with the exception of 
rape, murder or mangling. 

The severeness ofthe 
depression that results from 
this kind of rejection is 
inexpressible by any human 
utterance in the western 
world. 

The mind of a woman as 
she realizes that she has 
been stood up for a date 
evolves from a state of 
simple depression and 
insecurity to neurotic 
psychosis. 

It is inconceivable that in 
the year 1980. in a civilized 
world, in a democratic 
Christian society, such 
cruel, ruthless, sadistic, 
inhuman acts against 
women are still committed.

Billie Ann Pace. former Director of 
Women's Activities, has assumed the 
responsibility for the Career Services 
in the Counseling Center since the 
position of Women's and Men’s 
Activities and Minority Affairs has 
merged into Student Activities. 

"Some titles were changed but we 
really didn't do a great deal of 
merging." said Phillip Watkins, vice- 
chancellor for Student Affairs.

| Sagging Walks get Face-lift 


The concrete sidewalk around the 
border of the quandrangle should be 
completed by Nov. 1 at a cost of $9,000, 
according to Ed Neil White, 
administrative assistant to the vice 
chancellor for development. 

“Several years ago when we put in 
the sidewalk, we ran out of money and 
did not complete the walk between the 
ITV Building (the current 
Communications Building) and 
Browning Hall." he said. 

Asphalt walks were put in at that 
time, but they have now deteriorated 
and need to be replaced. White said. 

“We are also changing the direction 
of the walk between the sociology 
building and Gooch to come out at the 
new sidewalk we put in when we built 
the new parkinglot(besideGooch),"he 
added. 

The parking lot behind the library 
will also be resurfaced for $24,500, 
according to White. 

A yearly survey of the lots on campus 
is taken, he said, aqd it was 
determined that the library lot was the 
one that most needed resurfacing this 
year. 

“We redo one or two lots a year 
because if we waited until they all 
needed it, we wouldn't have the 
money." White explained. 

The money for the projects comes 
from parking authority money, which 
is the money collected from vehicle 
registration and parking fines, he said. 


“That money is for walks, drives, 
drains and lighting." White said, “and 
that's all the money we get for those 
items.” 

Plans for the future include 
resurfacing other parking lots and 
replacing sidewalks on a rotating 
basis, as is needed, he said.

Activities but to a smaller extent. 

“She will still take care of Women'a 
Activities but it will be broadened ao 
she'll be working with Counseling and 
Career Choices not only for women but 
for men aa well." he said. 

Another explanation for the change 
in Pace’s positions concerned the 
additional help needed in the 
Counseling Office. 

“If there had to be some reductions 
we didn't want it to be in the 
Counseling area." 

"I felt that since we just had one 
person in the Counseling area that 
additional help was needed and I also 
needed a woman in that area with 
experience in counseling." Watkins 
said. 

A balance of men and women in a 
counseling area is an important factor 
because some students prefer to talk to 
a male, some prefer to talk to a female 
and in some cases it doesn't make any 
difference, according to Watkins. 

Pace’s reassignment didn't result in 
a pay increase or decrease in dollar 
terms but she has been changed from a 
12 month work year to a 10 month 
year. 

“She is operating now on a flex year 
appointment, meaning she'll be 
working 10 months with two months 
off but the fringe benefits and 
insurance will be spread over 12 
months." 

“The flex year appointment is open 
to any university personnel, if the w. k 
schedule permits, and it’s an at’.mpt 
to make the administrative positions 
somewhat comparable to the academic 
year basis," Watkins said. 

Three objectives Pace has set for the 
Career Counseling area are 
investigating the uae of faculty 
assistance for career planning; 
developing a career library, and 
trying to attempt to identify faculty to 
participate in career development 
programs. 

“We will also be working harder this 
year to put more emphasis on students 
unanswered questions “what do I want 
to be?” or “what do I want to do?". 

“I hope all kids who don’t know the 
answers to these questions can feel free 
to come here for help,” Pace said. 

This year the Counseling Center has 
the best grasp of the qualified 
admissions program than in the past 
three years, according to Watkins. 


SAACS Host Specialist

A lecture-demonstration on the 
"Breeder Reactor for Energy 
Production” will be held Thursday. 
Sept. 25. in the University Center. 

Dr. Chuck Spets, a nuclear 
information specialist, of Oak Ridge 
Associated Universities (ORAU) will 
deliver the lecture-demonstration- 
scries. 

The 7 p.m. meeting, organized for 
UTM SAACS members and other 
interested persons will provide 
information about the nation's fuel and 
energy options with special emphasis 
on the future role of breeder reactors. 

Spets holds a B.S. degree in biology 
and a B.A. in psychology and philoso¬ 
phy. 

During the last five years with 
ORAU he has engaged in extensive 


study in most energy-related fields. 

He has been involved in developing 
and presenting different evergy 
education programs. 

Spets works as an assistant training 
coordinator for the team of 
information specialists which operates 
from Oak Ridge. 

The Energy Education Division of 
ORAU operates a traveling program 
for the Breeder Reactor Corporation, 
which is supported by more than 753 
electric systems. 

Breeder reactors will be designed to 
make more fuel than they consume 
producing large base loads of 
electricity. 

The Clinch River Breeder Reactor 
Plant, the nation’s first large-scale 
demonstration breeder reactor plant, 
will be build near Oak Ridge, with 
initial operation anticipated prior to 
1985.
